there's the smoke factor. 
Everything had to be cleaned 
or replaced. 


It was a lot like starting from 
scratch to build a new restau- 
rant, only worse. 

But that’s all done, and the 
restaurant is renovated and 
ready to re-open. 

The interior of the 65-year-old 
restaurant has been back- 
dated, said Chuck DePasquale. 
Some of the old stonework is 
now visible, having been cov- 
ered in past renovations.

Rocco DePasquale Sr. opened 
the restaurant on July 4, 1940. A 
native of Avolino, Italy, he emi-

Nobody knows for sure who 
sold the first pizza in the U.S., 
but Rocco Jr. always insisted it 
was his father. 

In 1934, he opened a restau- 
rant and bakery in Medford. 
About the same time, he bought 
land in Wilmington. His origi-

Local woman running Chicago Marathon 
to benefit Neurofibromatosis research

WILMINGTON - Lori Ryan of 
Wilmington will be running in 
this year’s Chicago Marathon 
She will be running as part of a 
twelve-member team in an 
effort to raise awareness and 
money for a fairly common, but 
under-recognized, disorder 
known as Neurofibromatosis 

(NF). 

NF is a neurological genetic 
disorder that results in the for- 
mation of tumors on nerves 
anywhere in the body. It can 
cause learning disabilities, 
Vision impairment, epilepsy, 
cancer, deafness, and many 
other disabling conditions. NF

affects more people than 
cular dystrophy and cy 
fibrosis combined, despite the 
overall lack of public aware- 
ness. No cure for NF currently 
exists. 

Itvis because of this devastat- 
ing disorder and the effect it 
has had on her own family, that 
Ryan a mother of three, and a 
Clinical Research Consultant 
has decided to hit the pavement 
to run this 26.2 mile marathon. 

“We decided to run because of 
the uncertainty of the disease. 
It is not commonly known or 
well funded,” said Ryan, “This 
inspired us to help”. 

This will be no easy task for 
Ryan, considering the fact that 
this will be her first marathon. 
She has been running for years, 
but never long distance. The 
training itself is a challenge 
with shorter 5-mile runs during 
the week and 16-mile runs on 
the weekends. The bigger chal- 
lenge? Finding the time. 

“Balance is a challenge as 
well. You find the time and 
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There are a total of four maps 
for the area of the home of Will 
Butter, made before 1900. Two 
of them have some special sig- 
nificance. 

The first was made by Cyrus 
Thompson of Woburn, a 
returned Congregational mis- 
sionary to Turkey. 

Cyrus interested himself in 
the controversy of the Baldwin 
apple, then at its height, and 
made a survey of the area. He 
drew pictures of three homes, 
that of Will Butter, of his son, 
William II, and his grandson 
Samuel, 

Thanks to the drawings, it is 
known just what the home of 
Will Butter looked like, over 300 
years after it was first con- 
structed. 

The second map was done by 
a member of the Butters fami- 
ly. George Butters of Oak Park, 
Illinois, in 1895, visited the 
home of his forefathers. Mr. 
Butters went into detail, 
searching out the homes of his 
ancestors, and it is from this 
map that the house on Mill 
Road (no longer existing) is 
known to be the Jimmy Butters 
house. 

James Butters, born Feb. 22, 
1746, was a Minuteman who 
responded to the alarm on 
April 18, 1775. He was a great-

grandson of Wilmington’s first 
settler, Will Butter. 

Asa Sheldon, of Wilmington, 
tells us in his book of the 
Baldwin apple, and seems to 
infer that the Jimmy Butters 
house was that of William 
Butters II. Cyrus Thompson 
labels the original Will Butter 
as being that of Jimmy 
who was at that time 
long-since deceased 

These facts create a little 
problem. Maybe Jimmy moved 
around a lot. But it is not 
unheard of for family members 
to move from one house to 
another, especially with a num- 
ber of homes in a small area. 

Cyrus Thompson assigned 
Jimmy Butters to House No. 3, 
which was the original house 
built by Will. It stood on the 
present site of the McDonald 
home, at the corner of Mill 
Road. The Butter house burned 
down, according to tradition, 
about or after the Civil War. 

The house that Thompson 
labels No. 1 was built by 
William Butters II. It is still 
standing and is known today as 
Butters Farm. It is the second 
oldest house in Wilmington, 
built in the 1680s. The original 
Butters apple was behind this 
house, and Asa Sheldon, speak-

The woman agreed to come by 
later that day, but Mecherkahy 
was suspicious enough to con- 
tact her good friend Linda 
Marlowe, who just so happens 
to work as an investigator for 
the Identity Theft and Credit 
Card Fraud Division of the 
Massachusetts State Police. 

The cards had not been 
reported stolen, but Marlowe 
contacted a credit card investi- 
gator employed by the bank 
that had issued the cards. He 
contacted the rightful card 
owners. The three cards were

Local resident enjoys festivities 


Sherry Iuliano takes part 
in Pan Mass Challenge 


Sherry Tuliano, of 
Wilmington, was among 26 
Pan-Massachusetts Challenge 
(PMC) cyclists who rode onto 
the field at Fenway . Park 
recently as part of the PMC 
Night at Fenway Park. 

Iuliano and the other cyclists, 
who are also cancer survivors, 
lined the warning track on 
their bikes during a pre-game 
ceremony in which the World 
Champion Boston Red Sox rec- 
ognized the PMC for its 26 
years of fundraising for cancer 
research at Dana-Farber 
Cancer Institute through its 
Jimmy Fund, and unveiled the 
PMC logo on the Green 
Monster. 

The cycling cancer survivors 
received a standing ovation 
from the 35,000 Red Sox fans in 
the stands. 

The PMC, which this year 
was held on August 6 and 7, is 
the annual bike-a-thon which 
draws 4,000 cyclists from 35 
states and six countries to 
Massachusetts to ride up to 192 
miles over one or two days. 
PMC cyclists rode this year 
with the goal of raising $21 mil- 
lion for the Ji Fund and 
bringing its 26-year Jimmy 
Fund contribution to more than 
$143 million. 

The PMC generates nearly 50 
percent of the Jimmy Fund's 
annual revenue and is the most 
successful athletic fundraising 
event in the U.S. 

A total of 4,000 cyclists from 
35 states and six countries rode 
across the Commonwealth in 
the 26 = annual Pan- 
Massachusetts Challenge 
(PMC) on Aug. 6 and 7. 

PMC cyelists rode this year 
with the collective goal of rais- 
ing $21 million for cancer 


research and treatment at 
Dana-Farber Cancer Institute 
through its Jimmy Fund and 
bringing the total PMC contri- 
bution to the fight against can- 
cer to more than $143 million. 

The PMC is so well-known in 
cycling and fundraising circles 
that each year people travel 
from all over the world to par- 
ticipate. Cyclists chose between 
six different routes, which 
range from 89 to 192 miles. 

The camaraderie shared by 
cyclists, volunteers, and sup- 
porters is among the PMC's 
greatest attributes, Doctors at 
Dana-Farber Cancer Institute 
joined their patients as team- 
ma riding for a unified goal. 
200 PMC cyclists are 
cancer survivors. Thousands of 
riders have lost loved ones to 
the disease. Still more rode in 
honor of those in treatment. 

Connecting athleticism to 
charitable fundraising was a 
new idea in 1980 when PMC

his friends rode across 
Massachusetts and raised 
$10,200 for cancer research:

Wilmington manufacturer 
fined for violating 
hazardous waste laws 


BOSTON A Wilmington 
manufacturer has agreed to 
,000 to settle claims. it 
violated federal and state laws 
regarding the management of 
its hazardous waste. 

According to an agreement 
signed last week, ChemGenes 
Corporation of 33 Industrial 
Way in Wilmington will pay the 
sum to settle the claims 
brought by E New England 
office in March. Specifically, 
id the company failed to 
properly make hazardous 
waste determinations; conduct 
inspections of hazardous waste 
storage areas: properly label 
and date containers storing 
hazardous waste; provide haz- 
ardous waste training; develop 
a hazardous waste contingency 
plan; and post emergency 
information and signs in haz- 
ardous waste areas. 
ChemGenes has corrected the 
violations alleged in EPA's 
complaint 

The action against 
ChemGenes stems from a 
March 2004 inspection of the 
facility during which EPA per- 
sonnel found that the company 
was not complying with the 
hazardous waste requirements 
applicable to the company, con- 
sidered a “large quantity gen- 
erator” under federal and state 
law 

“Hazardous waste laws are 
meant to ensure companies like 
ChemGenes manage the waste 
safely,” said Robert W. Varney, 
regional administrator of 
EPA's New England regional 
office, “We hope this enforce- 
ment action provides ample 
warning that EPA will not look 
the other way when companies 
fail to comply with hazardous 
waste management require- 
ments.” 

ChemGenes manufactures 
components used, as raw mate- 
rial by researchers that pro- 
duce synthetic deoxyribonucle- 
ic acid (“DNA”) and ribonucle- 
ic acid (“RNA”) and generates 
hazardous waste as a by-prod- 
uct of its manufacturing 
processes,

Many people seek out the understanding of sea-life, especially 
the whales that travel the waters off the coast of New England, on 
a daily basis. Toward this end there are at least eight whale watch 
cruises within one hours travel from the Middlesex East area 

After sampling several of the cruises, one of the best is the Cape 
Ann Whale Watch, which leaves from Roses Wharf in Gloucester. 
The opinion that this is the best is based on the comfort of the 
boat, the knowledge of the crew and the fun the passengers, includ- 
ing young children have on the approximately four hour trip. 

All whale watch boats in this area carry a naturalist on board, 
to identify the different types of life that can be spotted on the 
cruises. These could range from sea otters, to tuna and porpoises, 
to basking sharks and the three types of baleen whales (minke, the 
smallest; humpbacks; s, the largest) in the area 

All of the naturalists are connected with whale research groups 
or with the New.England Aquarium. They are very knowledgeable 
and very friendly. 

What makes Cape Ann unique is the fact that there are two nat-

She added, “I see the kids as the future of whale research.” 

Ironically, McInnis was born and brought up in the Midwest, as 
was Jeff Egan, captain of the Hurricane II. However, she devel- 
oped an interest in whales after a trip to Sea World in Florida and 
has been working for the same company for 12 years now. 

“It's my career,” McInnis said. “...since I was little I knew I 
wanted to work on a whale watching boat.” 

On this particular crew, she had five young helpers all clam- 
bering to be her volunteers. All of them Were also veteran volun- 
teers on the boat 

Abi Gerraghey, 14, of Gloucester was the veteran and an infor- 
mal intern, She has made about 40 trips over the last three years 
with McInnis. 

From California, originally, Abi has expressed an interest in 
becoming a naturalist when she grows up. She first met McInnis at 
a summer camp program the Ocean Alliance operated. 

Also on board were James Burke, 11, of Greensboro, New 
Hampshire, who gets to do a “few trips a year, while visiting his 
grandmother also an avid whale watcher; Teddy Dykestra of 
Colorado, who was on his third whale watch i veek; and Kayla 
‘Targeson of Westford, on her second trip this year. As official vol-

Captain Eagan, from Ohio, has over 20 years of experience on 
whale watching cruises. It shows as he is able to duck the pack of 
boats that will find one or two whales and stay with them, Once 
the passengers on the Hurricane II get a good view of those 
whales, Eagan will go in search of others that may be more active 
or showing their different personalities. 

“It's much more entertaining when you are on your own,” Egan 
said. “We like to go exploring.” 

On the recent trip, Eagan first found whales just a few miles 
out of Gloucester Harbor. However, several other boats found the 
same group. 

When activity on that group died down, Egan used the knowl 
edge he had gained from listening to radio reports of other boats 
in the area and went chasing after other whales. As a result, he 
was the first on the scene to watch the activities of three hump: 
backs that were doing open mouth feeding as they would come to 
the surface and doing some spectacular tail flaps as they turned 
and dove back down for more food. 

In the end, he had taken the Hurricane II about 20 miles south 
of Gloucester to a point on Stellwagon Bank that was inline with 
the Humarock section of Marshfield. 

It is easy for Eagan to do this, as the Hurricane II is a fairly 
new boat. Its length also enables it to glide over waves, where 
other boats in the area might get caught in the chop. 

All in all, this has been a good year for whale watching. The 
huge ocean creatures are plentiful on any given day. 

‘They are also very active, whether they are the often lumber 
some finback whale or the clowns of the ocean, the humpback 
whales, which seem to be as curious about the boats as the people 
aboard them are about the whales.

“RED EYE 


In "Re ." horror mae 
stro Wes Craven departs from 
his "A Nightmare on Elm 
Street" days and gives us a 
‘Scream’ for the’ flight industry, 
but without the funny takes on 
the genre 

"Red Eye" stars Rachel 
McAdams as a passive-aggres: 
sive heroine who rises to the 
occasion and beats up on a 
masquerading meanie played 
by Cillian Murphy (recently 
seen as the ‘Scarecrow’ villian 
in ‘Batman Begins) preying on 
her during an overnight plane 
flight 

Unlike the "Scream" movies, 
“Red Eye" is not meant as par: 
ody, yet it comes unintentional- 
ly close in its repetitive closing 
climax, with Murphy's suppos: 
edly deadly character bum- 
bling through attempts to catch 
his quarry, like moviegoers 
have seen hundreds of villians 
do in the past 

An overlong set-up in the 
script also holds the action at 
bay, leaving only the suspense- 
ful middle to provide a few 
decent twists and exchanges 
between victim and tormentor. 

McAdams plays Lisa 
Reisert, a Miami hotel manag- 
er returning home from her 
grandmother's funeral on a 
red-eye flight in stormy weath- 
er. After a chance encounter in 
the terminal with Murphy’s 
character, Jackson Rippner, 
Lisa winds up seated next to 


him on the plane. 

Pleasant surprise turns to 
unease then terror as Jackson 
reveals that their meeting is a 
ploy. He's there to strong-arm 
her into changing rooms for 
Charlés Keefe (Jack Scalia), 
the deputy secretary of the 
Department of Homeland 
Security, who's about to check 
into Lisa's hotel 

If Lisa refuses, a man wait 
ing outside the home of her dad 
(Brian Cox) will gut the old 
man with a nasty knife. If she 
agrees, Lisa will be party to a 
major assassination by giving 
Jackson's accomplices a clear 
shot at Keefe 

Craven and company had a 
chance to add punch and tele- 
vancy to "Red Eye" with a 
more-thoughtful handling of 
post-Sept. 11 fears about airline 
security and domestic terror- 
ism. Yet apart from a few 
vague references to the rigors 
of traveling in this new age of 
anxiety, the movie is a by-the- 
numbers thriller.

If you liked the first film,

Kids today are coming of 
age online. According to a 
recent survey by the research 
firm Harris — Interactive, 
teenagers spend more time 
online than they do watching 
television. Young people ages 
13 to 24 spend an average of 
167 hours a week online, 
excluding writing and respond- 
ing to e-mail, as compared to 
13.6 hours a week watching TV. 
The Internet can be a wonder- 
ful learning tool for children. 
Online, they are exposed to a 
wealth of information, and they 
can play games and communi- 
cate with other kids all over 
the world. 

But the Internet has a dark 
side as well, Besides the pletho- 
ra of unsuitable content your 
kids could be exposed to — 
including pornography and 
hate sites (think anti-Semitic, 
neo-Nazi or KKK sites) -- the 
people children meet online 
can sometimes take advantage 
of them.

: backs have been rare sightings in the area for the past few years. 
Naturalists from the International Federation of Animal Welfare in 
Barnstable, who accompany the cruises with the Cape Cod Whale 
Watch, note that they have not seen any off of the southern end of 

Stellwagon Bank in recent years. 
However, as of two weeks ago, whale watchers out of Boston 
Harbor and Gloucester have been spotting the active mammals. In

McInnis noted that when the whale was younger, Nile was 
known for playing with the whale boats. It seemed to be as curious 
about the people as they were of the creature. 

Although much data has been collected over the years, McInnis 
told the passengers that there is still a lot to learn. It is not known, 
for example, how many calves a mother can have in her life-time, 
or if the tail flapping is a communication method between the 
whales or just a way to rid themselves of barnacles and algae. 

What is known is that they breed in the southern waters during 
the winter and return to the Stellwagon Bank area in the summer 
because of the abundance of food in the shallow waters over the 
bank. According to McInnis, it might be the return of certain toes 
of plankton that has brought back the humpbacks this year or that 
the water temperature has been a little cooler. 

It is this type of information that will be processed over the win- 
ter by all of the naturalists, who will share their findings with col- 
leagues around the world. In the end, it is hoped that some knowl- 
edge will be gained that will be useful to better the quality of life 
for mankind. 

In the meantime, two facts are evident. They are: 

0 Unless a person is prone to motion sickness (for which
